SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FreLLOW-CITIZENS: . 

Whoever is enough. interested in the Public Schools, to lend a 
helping hand, to appreciate the value of these schools and consider 
them of greater moment than merely places to send children to 
‘‘oet them out of the way”:—finally to all, who desire to raise the 
standard of our Public Schools, is, this report dedicated. I do not 
intend to go largely into detail, but I desire to give an impartial 
synopsis of our Schools and school property. ’ 

* DISTRICT NO. 1. 


J. H.S. SANBORN, Pradential Committee. 


The school in this district beginning May 5, and closing June 
28, and with a term of fourteen weeks, in Fall and Winter, was 
taught by Miss Sarah P. Webster of Chester. A lady of consider- 
able experience in teaching, good qualifications, thorough in her 
mode of instruction, and apt teteach. She labored hard for her 
. scholars. She became much attached to them; this attachment was 
reciprocated by her pupils in as much as a class of the older schol- 
ars, ‘gave themselves away,” to their teacher at the close of the 
school. Length of school; Spring term, eight weeks; length of 
school, Fall and Winter, fourteen. Wages per month including 
board, $380; whole number of scholars 23, average number of 
scholars 19. Studies attended to. Reading and spelling, written 
and oral exercises, Arithmetic, Algebra, Book- -keeping, Grammar, 
and Geography. No. of visitors during the year, 47; names of 
scholars not absent one half day first term, Carrie Pillsbury, Abbie

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DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Joun P. MARSHALL, Prudential Committee. 


The school in this district began April 28, closing July 3, See- 
ond term from Sept. 1, to Nov. 22; having a third term of eight 
weeks, and closing January 30, 1874. The school was under the 
tuition, of Miss Nellie M. Elkins, of Danville. [ have interested 
myselfin this school, as much as in any in town, being one of the 
largest and most advanced of schools within my jurisdiction. In 
the early part of the season, there appeared to be a want of co- 
operation with the teacher, without which, the best results can nev- 
er be realized. . But it affords me pleasure, to say as the school 
continued, everything pertaining to it, bore a promise of vood re- 
sults. Miss Elkins labored patiently and with fidelity to her 
school. In this school are some excellent classes in Reading, 
Spelling, Grammar and Arithmatic. Length of first term 10 
weeks, second term 8 weeks, third terns 8 weeks. Whole number 
scholars, 52; average attendance, 41; wages of teacher per month 
$32.00; Number attending reading and spelling, 52, Penmanship, 
24, Arithmetic 40, Grammar 20, Algebra 4, nuinber of visitors 
for the year 70. Names of pupils not absent one half day first 
term, Lizzie Sanborn, Emma Marshall, Mary Prescott, Birdie W.

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


SAMUEL C. CoLcorD, Prudential Committee. 


The Spring terms commencing, I think, the last of April, con- 
tinuing ten weeks, and a term of sixteen weeks closing Dec. 19, 
were taught by Miss Susan F. Goodwin of Kingston, and resident 
of the district. Four terms, Miss Goodwin has had charge of this 
school, and as a disciplinarian she has norival. Her pupils are 
quiet to and from school. And certainly, in school, order is ex- 
acted to punctiliousness. The scholars made good advancement 
in their various studies. Vocal music was practiced here, and to 
some extent, in every school in town. “‘Mamie Towle” resides in 
this district, and no wonder that, ‘there is music in the air?” 
Length of first term, 10 weeks; Jength of second term, 16 weeks. 
Wages per month including board, $30.00; whole number schol- 
ars first term, 47; average number, JQ. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Is known as.“union district,” being joined to a “neighborly” dis- 
trict in Newton, to which Kingston annually pays rising forty 
doNars, and not a single scholar I have been told, attending this 
school from Kingston. I do net censure Newton, for taking this 
yearly ‘‘clip,”; but Kingston “és generous to a fault.” 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Cot. SAMUEL P. Winstow, Prudential Committee. 


The Spring term of eight weeks, was taught by Miss Clara L. 
Foy of North Andover, Mass. This was Miss Foy’s first attempt 
at teaching. She was well qualified to teach, ‘bat wanting in gen- 
eral management. A knowledge of buman nature is “needed, 


"also, to insure a placid journey of only sight weeks of séhooil teach- 


ing. Atthe closingexaminution the school-room gave unmis- 

takable signs of interest for the sechuol. The walls, windows and 
ae available spot, were decked with roses, evergreens and lil- 
lies.

Fal} term commeucing Sept. 8, and-ending Nov. 14, was taught 
hy Miss Mattie Scribner raf Raymond, who has earned an enviable 
reputation ag teacher in different parts of our county. Thorough 
in her mode of teaching fandamentals, an exercise in the sounds 
of vowels and consonants by the school at the close was excel- 
lent. There ure some very good scholars in this school. I bave 
been conversant with this school these twenty years. A few most 
excellent teachers have gone from it, to teach, but the number is 
too small; they leave school too soon. Scholars at first term ; visi- 
tors at second term. Varents and others in the district manifest 
considerable interest in the school and give their presence at all 
examinations, yet, the scholars are allowed to leave schoo] too 
young.

It is not now suitable for school purposes 
during cold weather. The inhabitants of this district intend, soon 
te raze the old house, and erect a good one. 

The School House in Dist. No. ti is the oldest in aaa yet it is 


in very good repair, but not ‘‘up with the times.”

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all these places of business, we shall find ‘tapparatus” in abnnd- 

ance. But in all the school houses‘in town, not ten cents worth.
